G. H. Hegke, hopeful-of the ultimate 
outcome of the fight now being or- 
ganized, cited the insiduous character 
of the disease and how little reliance 
can be placed, on the fact that new 
cases have not been reported. 

The disease has not been entirely 
eradicated at the stockyards at Los 
Angeles and a notice was put up at 
the Union Stockyards yesterday that 
they would be indefinitely quarantin- 
ed. Over 5,000 head of cattle now in 
the feed yards there. are to be 
slaughtered immediately, and if found 
free of infection will be placed in 
cold storage. 

Representatives of the: Citizens’ 
Emergency Committee met yesterday 
in Los Angeles with the mayors of 
all gurrounding cities to tighten up 
the quarantine. No dairy herds, it 
was stated, have been infected up to 
the present ‘time, the disease being 
confined to cattle transpofted to the 
stockyards from Merced county for 
slaughter. The fact that the con- 
tagion is there, however, makes the 
spread of the disease Mable to occur 
at any moment.
